John H. Bills, well-known resid- 
ent of Wilson township, died of per- 
itonities Wednesday. He was 70 
years of age and a pioneer resident.

Farm Topics 


“With the new and better facilities 
for housings exhibits, 
State 4-H show and Farmer’s Day 
program are expected to draw many 
interested spectators to Michigan 
State College. 

The 4-H show is August 26 to 29 
and the Farmer’s day sprogram is. 
August 28. This year’s program will 
be one of the biggest ever. Twelve 
hundred boys and girls will be hous- 
ed on the MSC campus and will bring 
more than 4000 exhibts with them. 
There will be 1200 head of livestock 
alone, with approximately 500 in the 
dairy division. 

Beef cattle and sheep entries will 
be housed in the nw- agricultural en- 
gineering building. Dairy exhibits will 
be shown under the football stadium 
and swine will be housed in the judg 
ing pavilion and beef experimental 
barn. Horses will be shown in the 
riding horse. barn. Exhibts such as 
gardening, home economies, crops, 
and handicraft will be shown in the 
college auditorium. 

The Farmer’s Day program is be- 
ing held in conjunction with the 
State 4-H Club Show because many 
farm families come to the MSC camp- 
us for the big farm youth contest of: 
the year. Families are invited to hold 
picinic lunches noon or evening. 

The college farms and barns will 
be open during the day so that far- 
mers may inspect the livestock and 
experimental work. Direction signs 
will be placed and visitors can drive 
their own car or take a bus. Busses 
will tour during the day and specta- 
tors can stop at any point of interest 
and continue on the next.bus. Even- 
ing programs will be held Wednesday 
and Thursday nights at 8:00 in the 
college auditorium. 

Replant Iris For Vigor Next Year 

If you’ll divide and replant your 
iris plants sometime in August you’ll 
find that next year’s display of blo- 
oms is improved because the plants 
have more room and the number of 
perennial weeds in th beds is reduce- 
ed. Irises should be dug and divided 
every four or five years. 

Irises grow from a large fleshy 
root that lies in a horizontal position 
with small roots growing down and 
from the sides. These roots should be 
replanted at or near the surface of 
th soil in the same position that they 
originally - grown in. In heavy soils, 
root rot is possible if the roots are 
‘| planted too deeply. 

Sandy loams are best for irises but 
they will grow in almost any kind of 
soil. For an extra “boost” for the 
new plants, apply some bonemeal or 
superphosphate around the mat the 
rate of three pounds per 100 square 
feet.

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Veterans are 
Warried Against 
Transferring Bonds 


Veterans are warned that they 
Should not sell their terminal leave’ 
bonds or turn them over to someone 
as collateral and then apply to the 
Tresury Department at Washington 
for a duplicate bond. Such an action 
would be considered as perjury and 
woukl render. them liable for legal 
action as such, 

The law just passed by the 80th 
Congress, authorizing the cashing. of 
terminal leave bonds after Septem-. 
ber 1, 1947, stipulates that the vet- 
eran in whose name the bond is is- 
sued must present the bond in person 
to secure payment and thus any bond 
given to a third party as security or 
for any other reason will be value- 
less unless the veteran presents it 
himself for cash. 

The Treasury Department has no 


jurisdiction over recovery of bonds 


held by other than veterans, so it will 
be necessary to contact local law en- 
forcement authorities if it is desired 
to recover bonds committed to an- 
other person. All veterans are ac- 
cordingly urged to keep their bonds 
in their own possession and not let 
them get into the hands of “loan 
sharks” or other parties who will at- 
tempt to profit off them at the\the 
veterans expense.

Colleges Expect 
High Enrollment 


Three Million Students by 
1960 Will Result in 


Huge Outlay. | 

CHICAGO. — To provide educa- 
tional facilities for three million 
U.S. college students by 1960 three 
billion dollars of the national in-. 
come will be needed. This estimate 
was made by Lloyd Morey, comp- 
troller of University of Illinois, in 
addressing the national conference 
on higher education here. 


At present, colleges are operating» 
at a total annual cost of 870 million 
dollars and serving two million stu- 
dents, he reported. 


“The bill for higher education 
looks rather. small_as compared 
with 10 billion dollars a year spent 
for alcohol and tobacco alone and 
five billion dollars on other amuse- 
ments’ and luxuries,”’’ Morey com-. 
mented. 


New Facilities Needed. 

One third of the yearly three bil-. 
lion dollars would be spent for build- 
ing new facilities, he explained. 

Colleges should have $3,300,000,-.: 
000 immediately for physical ex. ; 
pansion, he went on. 

Student fees should not be al-! 
lowed to rise significantly, Morey i 
said. Each increase in tuition | 
“tends to shut the door of oppor-j 
tunity which the state should keep | 
open,”’ he added. ‘ 

Kenneth Little, University of Wis- ; 
consin registrar, told the conference | 
that veterans desiring to enroll ' 
have been accommodated by col-: 
leges so far—but not just as the vet-: 
erans have desired. : 
’“Many students have had to shift | 
from courses which they wanted to 
courses which could be obtained at: 
the schools which they could at-! 
tend,’”? he said. :

“The intent that veterans could. 
choose their schools and courses. 
has not been fulfilled, and most: 
courses in most schools are being. 
earried on with inadequate facilities 
and inexperienced teaching person-'

DEMILITARIZED: 
Germany 


Dismantling of the German mili 
tary machine and destruction of the 
nation’s war potential are progress- 
ing actively, at least in the U. S. 
zone, Gen. Lucius D. Clay, Ameri- 
can: military governor, has re- 
ported. : 

In a review of demilitarization 

work, General Clay revealed that 
the United States has released all 
German prisoners of war—a_ total 
of more than eight million men— 
and is the first of the four occupy- 
ing powers to do so. 
- Russians claim that they still 
hold 900,000 PWs; the British have 
267,000 in the United Kingdom and 
another 77,000 in the Middle East. 

General Clay’s review specified 
that disposal of German war mate- 
rial is 43 per cent complete for 
chemical warfare. ammunition and 
100 per cent complete for naval 
armaments and armored equip- 
ment. Minefields, defensive con- 
structions and U-boat pens are to- 
tally destroyed, and V - weapon 
Sites, radar installations, airfields, 
coastal defenses and underground 
factories are 60 per cent destroyed.
